BLOOMING SIZE CATTLEYA SPECIES 


Cattleya mendelli: 

Flowers variable andvery handsome, 6" 
and 8''across. Sepals and petals light 
blush, lip frilled, the front lobe varying 
from deep magentatocrim$Son. Late 
spring. 


Cattleya mossiae: 

A near Easter flowering species that is 

very popular. Arosecolor, crisped petals, 
center purple, variegated withviolet, throat 
yellow lined with purple crimson. 


Cattleya schroederae: 5''.pot 

A near Easter or late winter blooming 
species of very light variable color. The 
purple lip is very ruffled and the bloom is 
extremelyfragrant. 


Cattleya speciosissima: 

Flowers large. Sepals and petals fleshcolor, 
the petals broad and wellfilledin. Lip slightly 
trumpet-shaped, richamethyst and white and 
amethyst inthe center. Very variable. 


Cattleya trianae: 

December through February is the flowering 
period of this very popular species. Color 
rose to white with yellowinthroat, often 
streaked withadeepercolor. The lip is 
purple. Very free flowering. 


Cattleya labiata: 

Considered by some tne finest of the species. 
Flowers are large, being about 6'"' across, 
rose-lilac color withviolet purple on lip and 
two yelloweyesinthroat. Fall blooming. 
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"WINDOW GARDEN" ORCHIDS 
May be grown withordinary house plants, andas easily. 
All are blooming size. 


Cypripedium insigne: 5.00 
Leaves pale green in color, about 1' long and 

3/4'' wide. Usually bears one flower to eachnew 
growth, 4'' to 5" across. The color is apple 

green with brown-purple spots, andthe lip is 
yellow-green shaded with brown. 


Cypripedium insigne var. Harefield Hall: 7.50 
One of the best of the insigne varieties. Flowers 

are large, dorsal sepal large and round with 

broad white margin and large bright brown spots. 

Late Fallis the blooming period. 


Cypripedium fairieanum: 6.00 
Is one of the most attractive of the species. 

Leaves are 6"longand1" broad. Flowers 

about 3'' across, light greenincolor striated 

with violet; the lip is a little shorter than the 

sepals, white atthe base, greenatapex. Late 
summer and Winteris the blooming period. 


Dendrobium formosum: 5.90 
Pseudobulbs are about 18"' tall with leathery 

leaves about 5''long. Flowers are in groups 

of three orfive, andare 3" to 4''across. They 

are white except for yellow blotch on lip. Fall 

is the blooming period. 


Dendrobium nobile: 5.50 
One of the most valuable members of this 
family. This species has erect, nearly 
round pseudobulbs, about 2' tall. Flowers 
are in groups of two or three andare 2 1/2"! 
to 3'' across; sepals and petals are white 
at base withamethysttips. The lip hasa 
broad blade witha large marcon spot inthe 
center enclosed in cream-white zone; the 
apexisamethyst purple. Early summer 
is the blooming period. 


Epidendrum prismatocarpum: 

Strikingly handsome sprays of 15-35 flowers 
of cream yellow spotted with purple brown. 
Blooms in summer. 


Epidendrum atropurpureum: 

This remarkable species has unusually 
colored flowers that are very fragrant 
and long lasting. The sepals and petals 
are chocolate brown, edged withdelicate 
green. Thelipisrosecolored. There 
are many flowers oneach spike and they 
last about six weeks. One ofthe easiest 
foranamateur to grow. 


Odontoglossum grande: 

Pseudobulbs 3" to 4"high, leaves about 
8'' to 14" tall, dull green thick texture; 
scapes 4 to 7flowered, about 12" high. 
Flowers large, 6" to 7'' across and very 
showy. Sepals bright yellow, heavily 
barred with chestnut-brown, lip short, 
nearly ruuud, white or pale yellow, 
sparsely blotched with red-brown 
Flowers in Autumn. 


Odontoglossum schliperianum: 
Large, many flowers of yellow barred with 
sepia. Blooms in late summer.
